Measles immunizations will be 
available to children, ages one 
through five inclusive, on Mon- 
day, June 27, from 1:30 to 3:30 
p.m. at Franklin school, 1150 Vir- 
ginia St., Berkeley, Dr.. Alvin R. 
Leonard, director of Public 
Health, Berkeley City Health De- 
partment, announced, 

“Measles is one of childhood’s 
most serious diseases,’’ Dr, Leo- 
nard commented. ‘Over 500 
deaths in the U.S. are caused by 
measles every year although to- 
day no child needs to get measles. 
One immunization shot can pre- 
vent the disease and protect your 
child against measles and the 
serious comiplications which fol- 
low.”’ 


“For this reason,’ he con- 
tinued, “if your child has not had 
regular measles (Seven day 


measles), or has not yet been im- 
munized against it, we urge you 
to have him immunized at once. 
Children should obtain a measles 
immunization from their private 
physician. For those children to 
whom private medical care is not 
available, the Health Department 
is sponsoring special immuniza- 
tion clinims. Children who are 
from one to five years old, or 
who are still in kindergarten, can 
obtain the measles vaccine from 
the Health Department clinics.’’ 


Dr. Leonard announced that 136 
youngsters were immunized at 
the first of the series of clinics 
held at ‘Columbus school, “Our 
weekly clinie series will continue 
through July 25,’’ Dr. Leonard 
added. “We hope to immunize as 
many children under five as pos- 
sible during this time, Each child 
attending clinics must be accom-

AC Transit has awarded a con- 
tract for installing a two-way 
radio system linking the district's 
basic fleet of 300 coaches. 

The Board of Directors award- 
éd the contract to Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, lowest of three 
bidders, 

The basic bid was for $174,534, 
with extra mobile accessories, 
portable transceivers and test 
equipment, bringing the total to 
$185,663, Still to be added are 
sales taxes, labor of installation, 
engineering and consultant fees. 

Under terms of the contract, 
RCA is to supply and install a 
complete mobile radio communi- 
cations system, with the excep- 


tion of setting up the mobile 
units in the buses. 
Telephone type units, placed 


on the buses, will allow two-way 
conversation between a central 
dispatcher and one operator, a 
group of operators, or all opera- 
tors. Another circuit will permit 
operators to talk to a supervisor 
or to each other. 

By moving into the electronics 
field, the district will have in- 
stant knowledge of the location 
of each equipped bus and be able

The members of this committee 
are proud to be residents of Al- 
bany and have consistently con- 
tributed to its welfare, yet we 
are not so provincial that. we ie 
unaware of the general interests 
of our whole ‘bay area, How 
could we sit by and seek 4 ques- 
tionable privilege for Albany and 
then not allow each bay commun- 
ity that same privilege? We are 
convinced that, without some 
central regulation, the gentle 
pressure of economics and self 
interest will decimate each of our 
natural resources, including our 
beautiful bay. Our four purposes 
can only be valid if practiced to- 
gether, We are for planning in 
the spirit of treating the bay as 
a unique entity affecting all 
peoples on its shoreline. 

To some persons in our com- 
munity the BCDC has taken on 
the role of villain in the current 
controversy. Actually their, ef- 
forts will probably do more to 
help Albany in its planning than 
any other agency, since many 
costly studies will be undertaken 
under their leadership. These 
studies can do much to deter- 
mine the best.use, not only of 
Albany's shoreline, but also that 
of neighboring communities. This 
kind of research may do much 
to save us all a lot of trouble, 
minimize costly errors and maxi- 
mize benefits. There is, much to 
be done starting now. Presently, 
for example, the BCDC is prepar- 
ing the first of its criteria re- 
ports on the bay; and more will 
follow in the immediate months 
ahead. These reports will be- 
come the basis for much of the 
planning of the bay shoreline. 
All citizens of shoreline communh- 
ities should learn about these re- 
ports, which will become one 
basis for the BCDC shoreline 
plan to be presented to the legis- 
lature in 1969. Members of the 
Commission should be invited to 
our community to discuss these 
reports, and receive constructive 
criticism if necessary, to assure 
the highest and best uses of our 
shoreline. It would be ironic to 
find out that Albany’s best choice 
might be dredging, not filling! 

We appeal to all citizens of Al- 
bany to join in bringing about 
a development of the bay which 
includes a love for its beauty, and 
a desire for the greatest good for 
its citizens, its animal life, and 
the generations to come. To this 
end we encourage the city coun- 
cil to form a citizens committee 
to choose possible planners and 
develop the -studies needed in 
supporting BCDC’s arrival at a 
workable plan. Our group has 
already done considerable  re- 
search and would be glad to give 
the committee a helping hand in 
arriving at a final solution. Let’s 
get to work! :

Although not many parents re- 
fuse to allow their sons to play 
on high school football teams, it 
is almost a certainty that there 
will be at least a few who will 
withhold permission because they 
fear the possibility of injury. 

If a boy has any interest in 
athletics, football in particular, it 
is practically futile, as well as 
cruel, to deny him participation 
in the game. It is almost impos- 
sible to keep an interested boy 
out of neighborhood pickup 
games with a much greater dan- 
ger than an organized sport 
played with  scientifically-de- 
signed equipment. 

“My neighbor’s son is on 
crutches because he slid into a 
sprinkler while playing ball,’”’ 
said one of Albany's coaches. If 
he had been playing organized 
ball, sprinklers would not have 
been a problem. 

Parents who are concerned 
about physical injury should ask 
themselves if they are also going 
to prevent their son from obtain- 
ing a drivers license and thus 
prevent him from becoming in- 
volved in a highway accident. If 
parents allow. their sons to drive 
and possibly give them the keys 
to end their lives in the slaughter 
on the nation’s highways, certain- 
ly a game where manpower is 
the force which moves instead 
of horsepower seems much less 
dangerous by comparison. In fact, 
some of the personal qualities de- 
veloped by football will actually 
make the boy a more responsible 
driver,
